the Parent Teacher meeting this week on child health, 

emphasized tlie fact that this frenzy has lead to the 

• distortion of truths until the fundamental idea has 

K'en lost. 

To those wlio rebel at the increasing number of 
don*c's and do's being laid down for our diets, and for 
those who live in fear of dire consequences when the>' 
forget these rules. Dr. McNeil's talk- was refreshing. 

•Entirely unorthodox in his views, he has, faith in our 
instincts as guides to our food requirements. 

Lack of vitality, lack of ambition, lack of intelli- 
gence, ill temper, poor judgment — and an endless num- 
ber :of afflictions — we have become accustomed to 

. crediting to the wrong diet, too much meat, too little 

•milk, going without brcakfast-^any number of inci- 
dents which bring the faddists' hands up in horror. 
Along comes Dr. McNeil saying that meat is good 

.for us — we ought to have a generous portion every day; 

' perhaps twice a day. Sit down to three square meals 

' a day and eat what you want, he advised, and that's 
exactly what our ancestors did. In defense of his 
opinions, lie cited an experiment conducted with m'nc- 
months-old babies who had fifteen articles of food 



placed before them four times a day and were allowed to 
feed themselves with their hands. All the babies, gained. 
We haven't been out'of the spell of the' food fad- 
dist long cnougH to Wonder how, many of thorn *cho« 
carroti and spinach, but taking a backward 'glance at 
history, it seems a practical observation that nature 
takes care of its own demands.

Un- 
fortunately for the effectiveness of the camjiaign, there 
is no medium of encouraging the practice except 
through the pressure of pub'ic opinion. Unfortunatc- 

. ly, too, pubh'c ooinJon is a sluggish medium at present. 

' The failure of conditions during the past few years 

i to respond to our efforts, has left us with little ctuhus- 
iasm for any adventure, and we are dilHcurt to convince 
of the practicability of the most obvious measure. ' ' 

' Until the present time few of us have given any 

' heed to whether the commodities we bought were 
home manufactured < unless ^e were paying a d ouble , 
price for "imported" merchandise. mH 

The "Buy American" campaign may have its cffccr 
in stimulating an interest in our national industries; it 
may stimulate our nationil consciousness, but whether

factured abroad is dubitablc, as is also the result, for we 
are still eager to keep alive the demand abroad for 
American goods. 

Tlie fundamental thought In the campaign has not 
been closing American markets to foreign articles, but 
retaliation. England's parliament objected to the use 

1 of tabasco sauce for seasoning and instantly we say, 
"I'll show John Bull." 

Possibly the "Buy American'* campaign will awak- 
en England to reinstatement of tabasco sauce on ;the 
British table, but we doubt that parliament's comment;

ciatlcn. 

The child should htive three Hquaro 
meals oftored him a. day, Dr. McNeil 
emphailoally stattid. addluK. "Theae 
mcnlH Khoiild he <in'ercd and the child 
should he allowoii l« take what ho 
want.s. not pushed or forced." 

Outlining the meiiUH for '■throe 
square meals." the speaker named 
starch food, a ;;las.4 of milk, and an | 
tegg or hacon as making up Iho I 
brenkfasl. Repardliifi cereals, he I 
Htated that bread or toawt will serve 
just as well for a atarch food. "In i 
unnie fuuillies there is a natural ten* | 
tlency to feel no de^^Ire for hreak- 1 
fust,*' he went on. "U" the child does 1 
not want hreakfast he should not he 
forced to cat it." 

Heavy Meal at Noon 

Dr. McNeil advised that sehuol 
children he given their heavy meal at 
hoon. "Meat should be otCered them 
every day for It ia one of the most 
valuable articles in the diet. A 
vegetable preferably of the leaf type. 
and a atareh, mucaroal. jnUatoes, or 
rice should comprise this meal he 
Htatcd. 

The evening meal offered the child 
uhould he somewhat the same as the 
noon meal according In the special* 
1st. Concluding; his roiuurks on the 
(>hlld'« diet he advised that vitamins 
:ind culiiiir:! Im forgolten and appe- 
ilzhii:. snt>st:-rniiul cumlK be given the 
child. 

Orange Juice versus Milk 

OranRc Juice and crackers or 
cookies were sugRCHtcd by Dr. Mc- 
Neil as prererablo to h gla.ss of milk 
for the child's mnrnhiK lunch. "Milk, 
because it Is one of the slowest fcods 
to move out of lli'i stomach, inter* 
feres with the child's appetite for his 
noon meal," Dr. McNeil .said. j 

Fatigue was the second point 
touched on In the address. The 
speaker pointed out a growing ten* 
doncy toward fatigue among achool 
children and said ho hello\*cd It was 
because of too much tension and not 
becauae children don't get enough 
Bleep cr study too hard. 
Isolate Child 

"The child should bo Isolated for u 
half day every week from all his 
accustomed activities and from Uls 
playmates and his family. Ho will 
resent this at first, but after a trial, 
-U'ill realize that It makos him fool 
bettor. Some chlldrou require a half 
day or isolation in tho middle of the 
tveek and should bo kept out of 
Bchool to spend the lime In their 
rooms amusing iheinselves. 
"If a child actually oiijuyH pructia* 
Ing his music lesson, encourage him 
to ko p oUf but If after the llrst six 
or sevou months ho has to be forced 
into tho activity, ho should be al* 
lowed to diop It."
